DEVELOPMENT IN 
“MODERN - HOUSING. 


INTERESTING PAPER ON 
ARCHITECTURE 


“Modern housing is developing 
under two main influences, name- 
ly, increased appreciation of Hght, 
aly and hygiene and the collec- 
tivism of modern social life,” snid 
Mr. W.-H, Owen during a lecture 
on architecture before members of 
the Institution of Engineers and 
Shipbuilders yesterday afternoon. 

During the course of the nd- 
dress, Mr. Owen made clear the

Parthenon and later Rome erected 
the Colosseum. 

With the Renaissance came a 
new style of architecture which 
pursued {ts course undisturbed to 
the end of the Inst century except 
for brief .attempta at Gothic re- 
vival, 

‘War's Influence. 

Mr. Owen drew'a graphic com- 
Parison between pre-war and post 
war architecture and declared 
that the housing shortage after 
the war had done much to arouse 
the public from its lethargy. 
Housing became the topic of the 
day and interest in housing was 
the firat.step towards interest in 
architecture yvenerally. 

Popular Intelligence, declared 
the lecturer, quickly appreciated 
the medical value of light, ea- 
Pecially in ita more concentrated 
form of sunshine. Radical changes 
were now being made in the con 
ventional designs of hospital 
wards and schoclrooms, 


provide for the maximum penctra- 
tion of stich sunshine as could 
reach the place. 

“An architect who cannot work 
in collaboration with health ex-

Expectations that some indica- 
tion of the Government's plan for 
dealing with the. unemployment 
problem might be contained in 
the King’s Speech have not been 
Whilst it was stated 
that measures would be introduced 
dealing with the problem, nothing 
was disclosed regarding the pro- 
bable line of action, It is clenr, 
however, that the Government haa 
big-scale proposals in view, wit- 
ness the recent speech of Mr. 
Baldwin to the effect that [t wns 
hoped to ovolve a scheme which 
would stund the test of the next 
quarter or half century. In ‘the 
Commons debate which followed 
the King’s Speech, the Prime 
Minister wave some possible ink- 
ling of the Government plans when 
he remarked that a revival of 
agirculture is essential to the 
avhemes: in view-and stressed the 
need of a much larger percentage 
of people being put on the land. 
-It is not easy, however, to see how 
this process is to be. effected 
promptly, since agriculture has 
fallen on such bad days that a 
very considerable period of time 
must elapse before the land can 
absorb any appreciable number of 
new workers, to gay nothing of 
the impossibility - of turning 
artisans into farm Inbourers over- 
night. There are other aspects. 
also, auch as the conditions under 
which work .will be offered to 
these people. We fear that the 
unemployment problem is not to 
.be solved quite go easily as the 
‘back-to-the-land enthusiasts would 
have us hope. ‘However, it will 
be svise to awnit details of the 
Government proposals before 
abandoning ‘hope that something’ 
worthwhile may be attempted. 

There can be no doubting the 
point that the unemployment issue 
is the most serious of the domestic 
problems with which the Govern- 
ment is faced. With the approach 
of winter, there will be a sharpen- 
ing of the anxictics and worries 
by Which millions of our people 
‘are assailed. The operation . of 
the Means Test has been anything 
but satisfactory, arousing, as it 
has, strong protests not among 
the working classes alone but 
among representatives of public 
authorities and prominent men of 
affairs in all parts of the country, 
irrespective of thelr political 
Jennings. Men and women aa well 
haye undoubtedly been penalised 
because of thoir past thrift, their 
life savings and pensions, being 


utilised aa an excuse, in, many

A City Unafrnid. 


The new City Hall in Shettield 
is an‘ inspiring example of civic 
enterprise. Built at a cost of 
£148,000—almogt a pound per 
capita of the town’s population— 
it is not intended, to be used as 
the headquartefé of the city’s nd- 
ministration, nor for the  trans- 
action of civic business. This 
City Hall, a magnificent structure 
that recalls Both the Greek and 
the Renaissance styles of arch- 
itecture, is designed largely for 
concerts of music, the presenta- 
tion of stage plays, banquets and 
speeches. It ix primiarly a re- 
cognition of the value of culture 
and beauty in the humdrum of a 
great Industrial city. The Sheff- 
field municipal authorities have 
not accomplished thelr work with- 
out criticism. It has been urged 
that in times like’: the present 
Sheffield cannot afford to spend 
such a sum on what Is more or 
less n luxury. However that may 
be, large numbers.of workmen no 
doubt are grateful to have enjoy- 
ed continuous emplyment on the 
building for a long time. And 
Sheflleld may. also perhaps feel it 
somewhat unrensonable that out- 
side critics who, in the past, have 
complained of her characteristi- 
cally industrial lack of beauty, 
should, now that she is attempting 
to remedy this defect, tel] her 
that she cannot afford to do so. 
But is it true that Sheffield can- 
not -nfford her City Hull? This is 
a question that, in its’ wider im- 
plications, affects the whole world.

STEADY ADVANCE

SIZE OF CENTRAL 
LEGISLATURE 


London, Nov. 23, 

Franchise questions were fur- 
ther considered at the Indfan 
Round Table Conference to-day, 

In regard to the Depressed 
Classes electorate for the Federal 
Aasembly; the Conferonce agreed 
to nceept the recommendation 
of the Franchise Committee 

‘that differential qualification of 
Nteracy should be adopted. With 
tho ordinary qualifications pro- 
posed by the Franchise Committee 
for the yenorn! clectorate of the 
Assembly, this would enfranchise 
at leant ten -por cent, of the. De- 
pressed Class population, which 
the Franchise Committee con- 
sidered adequate, as they pro- 
posed enfranchisement of only 

‘three per cent. of the general 
population. 

Under the Poona Pact, the De- 
pressed Clasaca will be entitled to 
18 per cent. of the yeneral Hindu 
sents in the Federal Legislature. 

The Conference expressed itaclf 
in favour of special representation 
of Labour, Commerce and Land- 
jerda in the Federal Assembly. 


MOSLEM DOUBTS. 


Subject to a satisfactory solu. 
tion of the question .of smal] 
ruaorities, it was agrecd that the 
British Indian scctton of the 
Federal Upser House should be 
elected by Provincial Legislative 
Councils by a single transferable 
vote, ns previously proposed by the

In 1924, Mr, Pitt accepted the 
new post of Musical Director to 
the B.B.C., the body controlling 
broadcasting in Britain and saw 
the. rapid rise of broadcast music 
to a place in the national life 
undreamt of previously.

Expectations thal some indica- 
tion of the Government's plan for 
dealing with the unemployment 
problem might be contained in 
the King’s Speech have not ‘been 
realised. Whilst it,-was stated 
that measures would be introduced 
dealing with the problem, nothing 
was disclosed regarding the pro- 
bable line of action. It is clear, 
however, that the Government has 
big-scale proposals in view, wit- 
ness the recent speech of. Mr. 
Baldwin tothe effect that it was 
honed to evolve a scheme whieh 
would stand the test of the next 
quarter or half century. In the 
Commons debate which followed 
the King’s Speech, the Prime 
Minister gave some possible ink- 
ling of the Government plans when 
he remarked that a revival of 
agireulture is exsential to the 
achemes.in view and stressed the 
need-of a much larger percentage 
of people being put on the: land. 
It is not easy, however,.to see how 
this progess is to be effected 
promptly, since Agriculture - has 
fallen on such bad days that a 
very considerable period of time, 
must elapse before the Iand can 
absorb any appreciable number of 
new workers, to sny nothing of 
the impossibility of . turning 
artisans into Yarm labourers over- 
night. There are other aspects, 
also, such as the conditions under 
which work will) be offered — to 
these people. We ‘fear that the 
unemployment problem is not td 
he solved quite so easily as the 
back-to-the-land enthusiasts would 
have us hope. However, it will 
be vise to await details of the 
Government proposals before 
abandoning hope that something 
worthwhile may be a(tempted, 

There ‘can be no doubting the 
point that the unemployment issue 
is the most serious of the domestic 
problems with which the Govern- 
ment is. faced. With the appronch 
of winter, there will be a sharpen- 
ing of the anxieties and worries 
by which millions of our people 
are aasniled,, The operation of 
the Meuns Test has been anything 
but satisfactory, arousing, as it 
has, strong” protests not among 
the working clasacs alone but 
among representatives of public 
authorities and. pronfinent men of 
affairs in all parts of: the country, 
irrespective of ‘their political 
leanings. Meii and women as well 
have undoubtedly been ‘penalised 
becnaust of thelr past thrift, their 
life savings and pensions  dcing 
uttHaed as an exeuse, in many . 


centres, for limiting benefit or for] 


denying it, ‘altogether. One ap- 
peal ‘signed by religious and poll- 
theal lenders in a Lancashire aren 
recently declared: “We are volc-. 
ing the wishes of many thousands 
of citizens, of all political parties, 
who view with alarm the {mpos- 
itlon of undue hardships upon a 


‘lelass of people which has-hither- 


to beon the backbone of the 
nation." Something has been 
done, admittedly, to remove some 
of the worst features, of the Means 
Test, but there Is stil! marked dis- 
satisfaction with the situation. 
Some few weeks ago, Mr. 
George Lanabury,. the Labour 
leader, declared that the condition 
of the working classes fs becoming 
more tragic avery day, and it fs 
noteworthy that the Daily Expreas, 
a Conservative journal, in com- 
menting on this utterance, re- 
marked that “it is impossible ‘to 
scoff nt words like these.” It 
went further and declared thot 
not only was the plight of the 


millions of the unemployed tragic: 


indeed, but “the plight of many 
thousunds more of workers now 
facing further reductions in their 
Mdagre pay is only lesa tragic.” 
adding that “a prosperous City is 


‘Inot worth the price of a desolate 


community.” These words suffice 
to give some impression ‘of the 
xravity of the situation, for the 
unemployed problem is-no longer 
a problem of the unemploynbles, 
but one of people anxious and 
willing to work but unable to 
secure jobs. The Gavernment has 
i mammoth task before it. Let 
us hope that it will at least be 
able to alleviate the lot of some 
of these thousands of our country- 
men whose lot is indeed pitiful.

A Clty Unafraid. 


The new City Hall in Sheftield 
is un inspiring example of civic 
enterprise. Built-at a cost of 
£443,000—almost, 2 pound per 
capita of the town’s population— 
it is not intended to’ be used as 
the headquarters of ‘the city’s ad- 
ministration, nor for the trans: 
action of civic business. This 
City Hall, a magnificent structure 
that recalls both the Greek’ and 
the Renaissance styles of arch- 
itecture, is designed largely for 
concerts of music, the presenta- 
tion of stage plays, banquets and 
speeches. It is primiarly a re- 
cognition of the value of culture 
and beauty in the humdrum of a 
grent industrial city. The Sheff- 
field: municipal authorities have 
not accomplished thelr work with- 
out criticism. It has been urged 
that in times like the present 
Shefiield cannot afford to spend 
such a sum on what is ‘more or 
less a luxury. However that may 
be, large numbers of workmen no 
doubt are grateful to have enjoy- 
ed continuous emplyment on the 
building for a long time. And 
Sheffield may also perhaps feet it 
somewhat unrengonable that out- 
side critics’ who, in the past, have 
complained of her characteristi- 
eally industrial luck of beauty, 
should, now that she is attempting 
to remedy this defect, tell her 
that she cannot afford to do so. 
But is it true that Sheffield can- 
not aford her City Hall?) This is 
a question that, in its wider im- 
plications, affects the whole world. 
For the whole world is busy tell 
ing itself that it cannot afford this, 
that, and the other, and the re- 
sult is stagnation of trade, and 
want in the midst of plenty. Can 
it reasonably be-maintained that 
Sheflield, or any large city in 
England, is poorer in material re- 
sources than medieval Lincoln or 
York, which erccted buildings 
even grander than this latest City 
Hall? The world is wealthicr now 
than it-has-ever been before. A 
ehief reason why it does . not 
manifest this wealth in-its daily 
existence Is thnt it is afraid to 
tuke up and use its riches with 
both hands. Sheffield has act an 
exumple that is fired by courage 
.wud confidence in the future.’

There are several responses that 
partner can make to an original bid 
of one no trump when tho opponent 
does not make a suit overcall, 


He should bid two of a. suit 
when bidding n five-card suit 
hended by a queen and a side 
queen. This is a sign-off bid and 
should be a warning to the orig- 
inal bidder, advising him. that 
Purtner docs not believe there is 
game in the hand and that the 
hand will play better at partner's 
suit than at no trump, 


If the original bidder goes on 
to two no. trump and partner's 
hand contains six carda of a suit 
headed by the jack, and a side 

on, the suit should’ be re-bid. 

is an absolute sign-off to 

original bidder asking him not to 

re-bid, regardless of the strength 
of his hand. 


He should bid two no trump: in 
support of original bidder's one 
No trump when his hand eontains 
as little as an ace or a king in 
onessuit and.a queen in another 
suit, and- no biddable suit. 


While this bid advises the 
original bidder that partner's 
hand contains about ond trick or 
Letter, it also advises him that 
partner holds no five-card’ suit 
with which to work. In other 
words, it advises him that most 
of the tricks will have to be taken 
with high cards, 

Remember that the original 
bidder's Did of one no trump 
stated that his hand did not have 
a five-card suit with which to 
work, However, it is.seldom that 
bidder of one no 
trump, when supported to two' no 
trump by partner, should pass. 
An advantagcous opening, an end 
play, or a favourable break muy 
all produce an extra trick needed 
for game. _ ‘s 

Partner should bid three no 
trump on a,hand vontaining about 
two quick tricks, This is not a 
slam try bid. It simply informs 
the original bidder that partner 
feels that there is game in the 
hand, 

A jump bid to four no trump 
would be a slam invitation, but is 
seldom made as most players pre- 
fer to force with a suit. . 


He should bid three of u suit 
when the hand contains a strony 
five or six-card suit and two to 
three quick tricks on the side 
This is a game demand bid, re- 
quiring the orginal bidder to von- 
tinue the bidding until game is 
reached, and is also used as ‘a 
slam try bid.
